Chalrman Klein, from the committee
on streets and publle property then
submitted a proposition from a citlzen
of Albany, offering to line up and
tighten the big steel bridge for the sum
of $164.00, which he supplemented by a
decond proposition: that the olty con-
tract with J. . McCoy to Moor the big
bridge at $10.00 per thousand feet of
lumber on main structure, and at $9.90
per thousand for Polk county approach
thereto, sald work of replanking 1w
include the tightening up and lining
of the bridge within the figures above
quoted, which motion was so amended
a8 to require the proper authorities of
both counties to joln the city of Ralem
as parties to such contract, and the
motlon as amended passed.

By permission of the council C, B
Moares then addressed that body ask-
ing that the dirt belng remoyed from
the State street Improvement now un-
der way, might be placed In certaln
depressions along the university front-
age, and upon due discussion this was
granted upon motlon,

Chalirman Hun! from the special com-
mittee on city hall reported work there-
an progressing satlafactorily and sug-
geated that certain changes had been
made In the character of the founda-
tions which congiderably enhanced their
safety and solldity. It was announced
that the first payment of §5,000 was due
the city hall contractors Hutchins &
Southwick, and upon motion, warrant:
in sald sum were ordered druwn by

amounts as might be desiognated by
sald contractors. This was done to
obviate the rather burdensome neces-
sity of handling & warrant in the lump
sum of 35000, and to enable the con-
tractors to better utilize the payment
in the discharge of small debts accru-
ing in the progress of thelr work re-
quiring Immediate settlement.

A petition for certaln lmprovements
on 12th street was then read and the
same duly referred to the committes
on streets and public property.

The council then want into commit-
tes of the whole, for the purpose of
listening to a remonstrance from the
cltizens of Center streel as agaiust the
proposed public improvements therson
from Commercinl street to Its  East
line. The remonstrance included a
prayer for the abatement of the trench
nulsnnce left there by the Salem Mo-
tor Rallway Co., and both remonstrance
and prayer were ably presented by
Judge Walton and ably seconded by
ex-Governor Chadwick, Upon the rising
of the committee, and after report, the
remonstrance was tabled, and the im-
provements proposed passed into in-
ocuous desuetude,

W. J. Irvine's petition for $14.95, the
result of & sale of one of his Im-
pounded Jermey cows, was referred to
the commiitee on licenses. The ordl-
nance for the grading and curbing of
Oak street between 12th and Winter,
then went to ita third reading, and
upon final vote was duly passed.

A written guarantee from the makers
